With about a third of 
all industry's apprentice places now

The commission says it is not pre- 
pared to recommend that the state 
should fund all training, although it 
clearly needs to provide some money 
to bnck the spending of individual 
employers. 

It is suggesting that the Government 
should consider introducing a remiss- 
able tax on employers, simTliar to the 
one used in France, to pay for the 
training of young people. Every firm, 
including the smallest, would have to 


show that it had provided a specified 
amount of training for each youngster - 
either itself or by paying, say, college 
fees - to avoid liability For the annual 
tax. 

As it is, the recommendations 
would mean doubling the Govern- 
ment’s present spending of about 
£800m a year on training and the 
special measures for the unem- 
ployed. 

Mr Mick Farley, assistant secretary 
of the Nalional Association of 
Teachers in Further and Higher 
Education, said this week that Mr 
Geoffrey Holland, the MSC’s direc- 
tor, estimated that the new style su- 
per-YOP proposed would need the 
equivalent of about 85,000 college 
places. 

Mr Farley, who did not include the 
further work which would arise front 
any big expansion of the schemes for 
young workers in the calculations he 
quoted, said that what was being 
proposed would require “a massive 
mobilization, nnd indeed, reorienta- 
tion, of the further education service”.

Bristol University votes for a 50% 
cut in education faculty 


by Biddy Passmore 

Bristol University senate voted on 
Monday for a cuts package which 
would drastically reduce the sbtc of 
the educuiion faculty but not close it. 

I The proposed cut is so Inrge - up 
to 50 per cent of staff - that a 
spokesman for the faculty said this 
week ir would have “a pretty dramatic 
impact” on its work, “it’s better than 
obliteration but it's not good news,” he 
said. 

. However the Russian department, 
originally scheduled for closure, will 


survive and may expand to twice its 
present size. 

The option for which the senate 
voted avoids the wholesale closure of 
any departments. Architecture, his- 
tory of art, Italian, and drama would 
therefore be spared the axe. But they 
and (he education faculty have instead 
been earmarked for the heaviest cuts in 
staff. 

However, a university spokesman 
stressed this week that these deci- 
sions were by no means final. Mon- 
day’s proceedings were an advisory- 


vote to the college of deans, which 
will now draw up a final cuts paper 
for a further senate meeting m 
February. The result oF that meeting 
may then be overturned by the uni- 
versity's supreme body, the council, 
two weeks later. 

The original proposal to close the 
education faculty was -condemned 
this week by the Assistant Masters 
and Mistresses Association (AMMA) 
which said it was “alarmed and hor- 
rified" by the possibility.

maths interesting, survey finds

If 15-yeHr-olds believe their 
mathematics is useful, they tend to 
tmd it more interesting and enioy- 
aWe regardless of how good they 

That is one of the findings of the 
latest survey of secondary school 
maths earned out by the Govern- 
ments Assessment of Performance 
Unit. It also revenled many fifth for- 
mers with a “fragile grasp V of impor- 
tant maths concepts and in some 
respects not much better at their 
sums than 11-year-olds. 

The general pattern of results of 
the latest (1980) survey published 
yeaslerday were much the same as 
the earlier (1979) one published last 
year. 

But for the first time secondary 
pupils attitudes to mathematics were 


surveyed by asking (hem lo agree or 

«w 8 L Ce with statemen ts such as 

Maths is easy for me" or "I don’t 
see the value of most of the maths I 
do . 

Four kinds of attitudes to maths 
were looked at; whether pupils en- 
joyed it, whether they found it in- 
teresting or easy and whether they 
believed it was useful. 

ERch was positively related to the 
other and to the pupils' perform- 
ances on the unit’s tests; if they 
found maths interesting, they tended 
to find it enjoyable, easy and useful, 
and to do relatively well on the tests. 

But further analysis revealed en- 
joyment and interest in maths was 
strongly influenced by whether the 
topics covered were regarded as 
useful, 

Boys tended to underrate, and 



girls to overrate, the difficulty of 
maths in relation to their test results; 
in other words boys tend to be over 
confident and girls over modest ab- 
out their mathematical abilities. 

Half the 15-year-olds tested had an 
elementary understanding of algebra 
and angles and three quarters under- 
stood place value, though only half 
could apply it to decimal numbers. 
But "several features of the data 
indicated that many pupils had a 
fragile grasp of these concepts," the 
report adds. 

in the latest secondary survey the 
Unit has provided much more detail 
of the kinds of errors pupils made. 
This sometimes gives a strong indica- 
tion of the reasons pupils got it 
wrong.

The practical tests revealed that 60 
per cent or more could use a prot- 
ractor, a ruler and a balance for 
basic measuring, but concepts related 
to these measurements were not well 
understood, the report says. 

Only a few pupils were unable to 
use a calculator to do a single step 
calculation and more than 80 per 
cent could do a two operation cal- 
culation with one. Only about a half 
knew how to check they hnd got the 
right answer, however.

Giving pupUs real probleios to solve 
with mathematics is the purpose of a 
new series of publications announced 
this week by the Schools Council. 

What is wrong with maths teaching 
is that it is based on solving artificial 
problems with one single right 
answer, according to Professor David 
Burghes, professor of education al 
Exeter University and the man be- 
hind these new books. 

Professor Burghes got together a 
group of maths teachers and lecturers 
at Spode Priory, Staffordshire, to pro- 
duce four books of problems that 
would show how maths could be ap- 
plied to everyday problems. 

The Spode Group bas also tried to 
make those problems interesting to 
the kinds of pupils likely to be asked 
to solve them. 

The first book was published this 
week and Is aimed al O level and A 


level mathematicians. It has questions 
about handicapping systems for 
weight lifters, marketing a new bicy- 
cle, modelling a shot putt, whether to 
buy or rent a television and forecast- 
ing inflation. 

For example: athletes continue to 
run the mile faster and faster as the 
years go by but a mile, say, in one 
minute would seem impossible. Using 
the dnta given can you estimate when 
it Is likely lhat the mile could be ran 
in 3 minutes 40 seconds (details of the 
world record times for the mile are 
given from 1913 when it stood at 4 
minutes 14.4 seconds). 

Questions aimed at CSE candidates 
will be included In later books in the 
series. Each problem is accompanied 
by notes for the teacher.

Sir Keith lifts 
closure threat to 
mixed-race school

The threat to close a multi-racial 
Liverpool school has been lifted by 
the education Secretary, but uncer- 
tainly continues about its future. 

Paddington comprehensive school, 
part or whose catchment area is Tox- 
teth, scene of the summer riots, is to 
stay open, despite the wishes of the 
Liberal-controlled local education 
authority which wanted to re-open it 
as a girls' selective school. 

The school has only 440 pupils on 
its tolls although it has places for 
1,500. Its supporters claim lhal it 
represents an excellent example of 
multi-racial education while its critics 
say that it lacks of supportprovesthat it 
has failed. 

Sir Keith Joseph is said to have been 
concerned that pupils would have to 
travel some distance to other schools, 
and be unable to take part in extra- 
curricular activities, ana that a selec- 
tive girls' school would be out of the 
place in a comprehensive system. 

He has approved plans to close 
four other Liverpool comprehen- 
sives, and to establish two new ones 
on the sites of two of the schools to 
be closed. 

Mrs Margaret Sfmey, chairman of 
Paddington's board of governors, 
welcomed the Secretary of States's 
“sensible" decision. 

Pupil numbers were low because 
of a local campaign to denigrate the 
school and because parents did not 


She expected to see the numbers rise 
soon. 

The school would, however, "die a 
slow, lingering death" instead of a 
quick one if the decision to keep it 
open were not coupled with the clo- 
sure of five other schools in the area, 
according to Mr Jim Ferguson, 
National Union of Teachers' di- 
visional secretary for Liverpool. 

"The council must take the 
courageous decision to close two 
grammar schools and three small 
comprehensive schools in OTder to 
make Paddington, viable,” he said. 

The schools are: Fairfield, Lawr- 
ence Road, Edgehill, and the Liver- 
pool Institute High School for Boys 
and Liverpool High School for Girls. 

Meanwhile, the local NUT is due 
to meet council representatives in 
the next few weeks to restate its

E roposals. Mr Ferguson claims that 
e has the backing of all NUT mem- 
bers at the schools affected. 

Liberal councillor Mr John Bowen 
an education committee member, 
said he regretted Sir Keith’s deci- 
sion. He thought the details, rather 
than the substance, of the plan had 
caused its rejection. 

"If we were allowed to re-open it 
as a girls' school it would have given 
us a wonderful opportunity to use it 
fully, " he said. “We might now con- 
sider another plan which would in-

In-service 
training gets 
backing 

Attendance on short in-service 
courses should be regulnrly expected 
of teachers and not left solely to 
individual whim, a Schools Council 
report says this week. 

But courses should be away from 
the teachers' own school. And (he) 
would improve if teachers were more, 
critical of them. 

The report is the result of 18 
months research by Dr Jean Rud- 
duck, an educational researcher at 
Bast Anglia University, and covers 
five locafauthorities. She concludes, 
"If short in-service courses are to 
contribute to the improvement of 
schooling through professional de- 
velopment of teachers then there 
would seem to be a need to move 
forward from benevolent opportun- 
ism - where some teachers attend 
some courses of interest to them - 
towards a more systematic attend- 
ance pattern . . . 

"At the same time it would be mis- 
guided to over-regiment in-service 
training so that individual teachers 
felt unable to pursue their own ex- 
cited Interests through In-service 
events." . 

Acknowledging the growth iii 
popularity of school-based courses, 
the report doubts whether ideas of 
sufficient quality and impact to 
galvanize the staff can be found 
within the teacher’s own school. 

"Moreover school-based courses 
cannot offer a break from routine 
. . . from routine settings and 
routine company." Teachers profit 
most from being able to talk with 
teachers from other schools and 
work with them In settings different 
from, (heir own staffroom.” 

"The present study reveals the 
deep sens of professional isolation 
that many teachers still feel; this 
makes attendance at oulside in- 
service meetings a crucial aspect of 
professional lire."

Cuts hit the 
poor most 
survey says 

Poor children are bearing the brunt 
of education spending cuts, says a 
report published (his week by (ho 
National Union of Teachers and the 
Child Poverty Action Group. 

A survey of 118 schools, covering 
30,000 children - one quarter of the 
school population In Leicesishire re- 
vealed: 

□ the poor quality of food and stan- 
dards of nutrition for children most 
In need of a good meal at midday; 

□ that many families caught in me 
“poverty trap” are now having to 
pay for school meals;

No stirrings 
in the village 
at closures 

by Virginia Makins 

The picture of village schools acting 
as a mainspring of rural Ufe takes a 
knock In a new study of the effects 
rural primaries. 

A team from Aston University stu- 
died the social and economic effects 
of primary reorganization. They did 
not try to measure educational 
effects, but looked at the range of 
curriculum and resources available In 
schools, and asked parents their 
views nbout the effects of closing 
schools. 

They found it difficult to get clear 
figures of the overall savings of clos- 
ing schools, but some detailed case 
studies found likely savings would be 
about £5000 a year. 

There was 111 tie evidence (hat foral- 
lics were Incurring extra costs be- 
cause of closures - though the rules 
on free transport could constrain the 
poorer fatnUlcs* choice of schools. 

It was Impossible to see direct links 
between the closure of village schools 
and other facilities, such as shops, or 
post offices. Certainly, In most cases 
the schools were seen as less Impor- 
tant as a social focus for a village 
than the shop or pub. In niBny vil- 
lages the village hall or community 
centre has taken over as the main 
meeting place even before schools had 
closed. 

The research team found few dif- 
ferences in the rnngc of currlcuum 
and resources In dosing and con- 
tinuing schools. Rut most parents felt 
that their children had benofltted 
from the change to bigger schools.

One of the few flourishing 
industries in foe midst of economic 
recession - educational publishing - 
Ims attracted the attention of irate 
parents, forced to pay oul increasing 
sums for their children's textbooks. 

Each autumn when the primary 
schools reopen, publishers scramble 
for a £4(lm market and this year it 
has. been healthier than usunl. 

I be first two primary courses have 
been remodel lei I and the consequent 
changes have brought u flood of new 
hooks ontn (he already confusing 
market. A mere dozen publishing 
houses will share the bonanza mono- 
polizing % per cent of the editions 
and four of these account for more 
titan half the sales. 

In both public and private schools 
the pupils foot the bill for texbooks, 
stationery and equipment. Primary 
school pupils will spend an average 
£18 per head on hooks nnd a total 
mitluy. including uniforms, of £90. 

Prompted by previous outcries, the 
education authorities tried to put a 
stop to former abuses by stipulating 
that a text should have a minimum 
four-year life span. Publishers found 
a way round this decree by introduc- 
ing blank spaces in books, to be 
filled in by pupils, thus avoiding 
reuse by younger members of the 
family. Although (his practise was 
eventually stamped out, adroit text- 
book representatives are constantly 
drumming up new ploys to encour- 
age the sale of more books. One of 
these is to allow editions to run out 
without reprinting with a new “mod- 
ified" and more costly rehash replac- 
ing the original. 

A law demanding that a maximum 
price be marked up on covers is 
almost totally ignored. The sales 
channels arc a jungle of percentages, 
commissions, and downright graft is 
often hinted at by parent-tcachcr 
associations. 

An average primary textbook runs 
to 400 pesetas (£2.50) and a 12 per

To overcome this many bookshops 
offer attractive “packages’* such as a 
free dictionary for every purchase 
over £15. 

Not everybody, however, is buying 
the new textbooks. Teachers in the 
poorer, rural areas of Aadalusia are 
making use Df the old textbooks and 
inserting up-dated material in loose 
photocopied sheets.

Fitzgerald crusades to assure 
the Protestants’ future 



DUBLIN: The Government has 
moved swiftly to allay fears of Pro- 
testant churches about the future of 
their schopls. , . , . , 

Successive administrations in the 
Republic have been sensitive to the 
educational needs of the minority. 
But, perhaps, none more so than the 
present Government, especially in 
view of the “constitutional crusade" 
of Dr Garret Fitzgerald, the Prime 
Minister. This is aimed at making 
the Republic more attractive to the 
Northern Ireland Protestants by 
changing aspects of the south's con- 
stitution which solely reflect the 
dominant position of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

Although not ruling out experi- 
ments in integrated education, Pro- 
testant spokesmen in the Republic 
have consistently argued for tne re- 
tention of their own schools as a 
means of ensuring the survival of 
their small community in a predomi- 
nantly Roman Catholic state. Since 
the foundation of that state, the Pro- 
testant population has been dropping 
to stabilize at about 4 per cent of (he 
total. 

The decline is, in part, due to 
migration but mainly to the Catholic 
Church's insistence that in mixed 
marriages the Catholic partners must 
do all in their power to pass on the 
Catholic faith to children of the mar- 
riage. The Catholic Church is less 
insistent than previously, but the

Protestant fears for the future of 
their schools were heightened by the 
recent decision to raise the primary 
school entry age from four years to a 
minimum of tour-aiid-A-haif and to 
restrict enrolment to two dates in the 
year.

Last week Everyman reported on the curious notions about creation 
mining ground in America. Gillian Peek comments on their sinister 

educational implications. 


Everyman: Genesis Fights Back. 
BBC 1. 


Given the choice between descent 
from the apes or the angels, Disraeli 
solemnly opted for the fatter as kin. 
By and large, however, the opposite 
view has been assumed in British 
schools and universities. 

In contrast to the United States 
where the doctrine of an evolution 
has frequently encountered substan- 
tial resistance from fundamentalists 
and, as the Scopes trial in 1925 re- 
vealed, had to right for inclusion in 
the curriculum, here Darwin's theory 
acquired the status of orthodoxy. 
Very recently though the scientific 
community has became divided ab- 
out the precise nature of the evolu- 
tionary process; but it is also dis- 
mayed that, in the course of the 
debate, the creationists are making 
improper use of scientific argument. 

So far from being a madness con- 
fined to the hospitable climate of 
California, creationism - the doctrine 
that the account of Genesis of the 
origin of the human race is literally 
true - has now been exported to 
these shores. 

Within America it. rides on the 
back of evangelical revival. Here, in 
order to discredit Darwinism, it will 
have to exploit differences of emph- 
asis within the scientific world. 

In these circumstances a program- 
me investigating both the ideas of 
t creationists and the differing 
theories of how evolution works was 
a good idea, both as a way of ex- 
amining the debate Itself and as a 
way of alerting teachers to ihc dan- 
gers of strange men who come bear- 
ing plastic dinosaurs and slide pro- 
jectors. Unfortunately, the treatment 
of the argument was so crude that 
the programme has simply added to 
the confusion which surrounds the 
debate about creation and evolution. 
Throughout there was a jumping 
from topic to topic that proved a 
positive obstacle to clear thinking. 
Especially misleading was the 
attempt to link Darwin’s view of 
evolution to ethics. By blurring the 
distinction between Darwin's notion 
of natural selection and the more 
familiar idea that the fittest in any 
society will survive, the programme 
managed to suggest that scientists 



. ; . and as Blake saw 


who believe in evolution enn have no 
room for moral theory. 

What it did not say was that, while 
one can derive a theory of social Dar- 
winism from the Idea of evolution, 
such a derivation is by no means 
necessary. Moral theory in the West 
since Darwin shows that so far from 


following Herbert Spcnccr there 
have developed compassionate 
theories of liberalism and tne welfare 
state, which are quite distinct from 
the harsh principles of the social 
struggle for survival. 

Worse still was the attempt to con- 
nect Nazi racial theory with evolu- 


tion. True, (he Nazis based their 
doctrines of national and racial 
superiority on the ideas of Gobi ne mi 
and Houston Stewart Chamberlain 
which may have derived some com- 
fort from Darwin's work; their ideas 
would not have been greatly affected 
had Darwin never lived. Yet the 
formal of the programme left the 
viewer with the distinct impression 
that evolution and natural selection 
(also conflated throughout) were 
contributing causes to Auschwitz and 
those who reject such atrocities must 
come down on the side of a creation- 
ism which treats each individual as 
equally valuable. 

Developments in America under- 
line why it is important to be clear 
on these sorts of distinctions and to 
hammer home Stephen Gould’s 
point that his own work has been 
misinterpreted and exploited by 
creationists. His “jump-shift" theory 
of evolution (as opposed to the gra- 
dual theory of evolution which used 
to he the orthodoxy) in fact offers no 
succour to Biblical fundamentalists. 
However, in a number of states 
there is now pressure to touch evolu- 
tion on an equal footing with other 
theories of the origins or the uni- 
verse including the Old Testament 
account. 

Along with this request goes (he 
demand that scientific textbooks 
which are biased towards evolution 
should be censored - a demand 
which chimes well with the new de- 
sire to remove such authors as Siilin- 
cer, Nabokov, Vonncgut and even 
Shakespeare from the schools and 
libraries. 

Kelly aad Nell Seagraves hi the 
Creation -Science Hi Research Centre 
based in San Diego (which figures 
prominently in the programme) are 
currently suelng California to ensure 
that creation doctrine receives equal 
lime in the state’s education process. 

In 1975 the SeugrnveV campaign 
succeeded in getting any mention of 
evolution eliminated from school text- 
books used for children up to (he 
age o!

> darkness and light. The “atmosphere 
cannot be transmitted on paper, it 
mast be experienced physically dur- 
ing a performance before the sense 
of age, magic and mystery, all caught 
up together, can be felt.'. And even 
as I quote those words, a helicopter 
. is circling like something out of an 
apocalypse, about a hundred feet 
overhead, turning to go in and spTay 
the potato field apposite. Technol- 
ogy has displaced “natural piety”. 

So Alex Helm's posthumously 
published labour of love is- about a 
mostly lost world: a world, indeed. 


; where the actors - but that is not the 
right word - where the “celebrants’' 
were n&t their ordinary daily selves, 
but were anonymously, mysteriously, 
drawn up into the enactment of a 
great “mystery": an act of transcend- 
ance, in the sendee of the cyclical 
powers of death and of a fragile 
re-birth: the revitalization of “na- 
■ ture”. 

The rituals of the mummers were 
ostensibly coarse, crude, certainly 
pre-literate, clearly unsophisticated! 
and conversely, they were imdispos- 
sessed, and deeply, pre-conceptually, 
unquestioningly, religious: they ack- 
nowledged powers beyond their ken, 
which could only be mediated 
through the strict observance of a 
metaphoricsil ritual of violent and 
sudden death arid of a. “magical" 
resurrection. Hence, the . apparent 
contradiction ' that, according to 
many » of the extant records, their 
most vocal opponents and censors 
were the parsons. 1 say “apparent";' 
■ for the abhorrence of the ancient 


mummers’ mysteries seems to have 
been especially characteristic of 
those periods when Christianity 
lapsed into the theological algebra of 
deism or (be recrudescent Puritanism 
of evangelicalism. In both phases the 
clergy would have "good” reason for 
their hostility; despite which, the 
rituals persisted, though often in 
muted or bowdlerized form. Such 
nuances are well charted in Helm’s 
work. 

Conservative, secretive, jealous, 
and knowing themselves to be posses- 
sed of a dark and necessary Mystery, 
ihe.celebrants dung to the inherited 
tradition: the ntes were not a matter 
f ? r dispute, or interpretation - they 
simply had to be performed; usually 
at Christmas, on Plough-Moqday, or 
at Easter. There was nplhing quaint 
or charming about the "plays" - no- 
thing to afford ainusembnt to tourist 
or to (hose in search of. Metric Eng- 
laurL . But plenty, for those of an 
enquiring mmd,.toi afford food- for 
; speculation, for social anthropology, 


for a glimpse of a vestigial chthonic 
and noumenous energy. 

Alex Helm has due up many of 
the earlier records of the “plays", 
from the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries -- diaries, journals, letters, 
and so on - and has explored each of 
the major structural and scmalic fea- 
tures, not to mention regional varia- 
tions. His chapter on the “Wooing 


Ceremony” places sexual generation, 
and related forms of fertility, at the 
centre of the “meaning” of the mum- 
mers' tradition' and, as he observes, 
a sexual explicitness and capacity for 
simulation - “dancing and jigging 
about" - would make the plays a 
ready target for the virtuous and 
powerful, le those with secular pow- 
er, such as the squire who had the 
play discontinued when one of the 
players died, frozen, in a snow- 
drift, blind-drunk.

It is sadly significant that what

register. Having attached himself to 
Lenny Bruce and Elvis Presley, he is 
now about to grab the tail of John 
Lennon which will doubtless keep 
him profitably employed for some 
time. 

The book seems to set out to 
destroy a myth and create a monster. 
Two monsters do emerjge, Colonel 
Parker, and Goldman himself. Elvis 
towers above them both, an indes- 
tructible force trapped in a lifestyle 
of rotting, self-loathing seclusion. 

Understandably, many Elfans have 
refused to read this book. Those, 
however, who do, will probably for- 
give him his excesses.

Led by an exotic golden creature and 
two other horned and shambling fi- 
gures, the party of children arrived at 
the boarding platform. After handing 
over their passports, they climbed 
aboard an airship which was to take 
them to the planet where the myste- 
rious tribe of the Armoos lived. 

The children, a group of seven to 
eleven-year-olds, were from Black- 
pool Park School in Lancashire, a 
special school for children with 
learning problems. They were taking 
part in a project organized by the 
Theatre in Education team, based at 
the Duke’s Playhouse in Lancaster. 
Since October, two members of the 
team had been regularly visiting the 
school disguised as lost and injured 
aliens from the planet of the 
Armoos. The children had found and 
comforted the disorientated visitors 
and then taught them how to survive 
on planet Earth. Now, to show their 
gratitude, the recovered Armoos 
were taking their new friends back 
on a visit to their own homeland. 

Once through the decompression 
chamber, the party was disconcerted 
to find the planet apparently uninha- 
bited. But then distant waifs led the 
children and their guides through a 
disconcertingly realistic, lichen-hung 
swamp to a place where the inhabi- 
tants were caught up in heavy nets, 
immobilized by hostile fungus. 
(Shades of Dr Who!) The visitors 
immediately set to and freed the 
afflicted Armoos and then, having 
assured them of their friendly inten- 
tions jettisoned the deadly white fun- 
gus out into space. 

It was a tribute to the closeness of 
the relationship that had been de- 
veloped during the preparatory ses- 
sions that the children were able lo 
cope with such a variety of new and 
taxing situations - the pitch-black 
airship, the forbidding swamp and 
the intense fear and grief of the 
striken planet-dwellers. 

This was a less spectacular day 
than previous events staged by the 
company but the school staff felt that 
a small-scale project of this type suc- 
cessfully involved every child. From 
the beginning of this particular Idea, 
the team had invited and won the 


pupils’ participation, and this had 
encouraged the growth of a narrative 
which was very much the children’s 
own creation. Each session had 
clearly developed out of what had 
gone before, with the result that chil- 
dren, teachers and members of the 
theatre in education team had 
deepened their understanding of one 
another at every level. 

If there was a discernible weakness 
it was that music could have been 
more interestingly used. There was 
some communal singing, but little 
else. Children who spend much of 
their lives in the environment of the 
special school, in particular those 
attached to residential institutions, 
all too often only get to hear and 
participate in “jolly, institutional” 
music, and, In this respect, one felt 
that an imaginative opportunity had 
definitely been missed. 

This project has now been used in 
seven schools in and around Lancas- 
ter and some time ago I accompa- 
nied n group of older, severely hand- 
icapped you

the town's shopping centre, ostens- 
ibly to show it to the Atihoos. This 
was a successful venture, not only in 
terms of exposing institutionalized 
young people to a wide range of 
stimuli which are too easily taken for 
granted by the rest of us, but also to 
rive them nn opportunity to meet 
trie general public at a time when 
official policy is ostensibly moving 
towards greater integration between 
handicapped and non-handicapped. 

The Lancaster Theatre in Educa- 
tion team have proved themselves 
over and over again during the past 
four years. They have built up strong 
links with schools in the area, in 
particular, with special schools and 
nave produced a number of brand 
new approaches to working with 
handicapped children. But they are 
now once again confronted by a cash 
crisis, and tne possibility of enforced 
closure. Will Lancashire County 
Council be far-sighted enough to find 
the necessary £50,000?.

several reasons. First, jt describes 
experimental manipulations in a

This is a wise trade- 
off if small-scale experiments are 
viewed rs a complement to larger 
surveys with greater variety. When 
either stands alone, we know too 
much with too little certainty, or too 
little with abundant confidence. 
Right now the ball is in the court of 
those who conduct large-scale obser- 
vational studies. Can they put forth 
their strategies, results and justifica- 
tions with equal force?

The Browning version 


Robert Browning. The Poems. Edited 
by John Pettigrew.

Of Victorian poets, Roben Brown- 
ing is the most enigmatic. He is 
there, like Everest - and he is before 
me now in two thick squat Penguin 
volumes totalling 2,348 pages. Even 
that excludes ‘The Ring and the 


Book" which appears separately in

Again, huge as it is. this edition of 
his poems - which constitutes, as the 
editors rightly claim, the best so far 
- omits tne seven blank-verse plays 
he wrote for Macready. Enough is 
enough is enough. 

First of all let me say that the 
beautifully printed and designed Pen- 
guin Browning is admirable, both 
itextually and for its notes and glosses. 
And no poet, not even the learned 
Milton, needs notes and glosses 
more than the erudite Browning; not 
even the pansophical Ezra Pound. 
Pansophical? A Browning word - he 
had a vocabulary of 40,000 - twice 
that of any other English poet, includ- 
ing Shakespeare. As the late Profes- 
sor Pettigrew remarks in his witty 
and lucia preface: 

"The ideal Browning annotator 
needs - besides sympathy - to be 
thoroughly at home with music, 
art, seven or eight languages and 
literatures, to know the Bible and 


from him). Browning is definitely 
not a poet's poet. 

The Browning Society stands, or 
stood, witness to that. It is not the 
poetry wluch attracts most people to 
Browning, but the “philosophy'', and 
his remarkable psychological insight 
into classical, medieval, and Renaiss- 
ance cultures, into character, and his 
cunning analyses of motive, whether 
private or political or both. His prin- 
cipal gifts are in Fact those of a 
major novelist. And had Browning

“Political education in schools - it 
cannot be done. Pupils at that Rge 
are not mature enough for it.” That 
is a response familiar to anyone who 
has tried to introduce political educa- 
tion rather than conventional ex~ 
animation-orientated political studies 
in schools. What Tom Brennan 
shows is that the idea of political 
education, which accepts that politics 
is an inescapable part of life, has 
been with us for a long time, and 
that official reports stating that 
pupils should understand their social 
and political environment have been 
published since the early nineteenth 
century. This is a useful function of 
the book: to place the current de- 
bates in a historical context. Some- 
one reading about political education 
for the first time would, by the final 
chapter, be familiar with the diffe- 
rent strands of the debate. 

However, the book does not live 
up to its claim that it “is an impor- 
tant contribution to the development 
of thought on political education”. 
There are too many books on politic- 
al education like it that are too wide- 
ranging, over-concerned with the 
chronology of events and not reflec- 


socioloaist nor political scientist, but 
with the nnture of the political 
education debate, which has been 
more preoccupied with the status 
and justification of the discipline 
rather than with identifying what is 
political about the selection, orga- 
nization nnd content of the education 
system. 

Brennan covers such areas as 
education and the polity, political 
culture and political socialization, re- 
cent developments In political educa- 
tion , professional hostility to the 
idea, problems of bias, resources nnd 
teacher training, and finally the con- 
cept of political education contribut- 
ing towards a more democratic socie- 
ty. He is strongest when considering 
recent developments but then states 
that a barrier towards them is “the 
lack of concensus about the nature 
and aims of democratic government 
(eg the dominant emphasis on repre- 
sentative forms and the relative neg- 
lect of the participatory perspec- 
tive)." Surely one of the key factors 
in political education is not that con- 
sensus has to exist but that there can 
be a meeting of minds, through va- 
rious activities - such ns discussion, 
role-play, simulation nnd normal

These two books have deceptively 
different titles and formats. Amnesty 
International: The Human Riahis 
Story is u large illust rated double- 
column hardback; Against Oblivion: 
Amnesty International's Fight for Hu- 
man Rights is a small unillusiratcd 
single-column paperback. But (hey 
have (he same author und almost the 
snnic text; in fact this is really one 
book. It is by no means the only 
book on Amnesty International: the 
earliest was Persecution 1961, Peter 
Benson’s Penguin Special which was 
published at flic time of his original 
'Appeal for Amnesty"; the latest 
was A Flame in Barbed Wire, Egon 
Larsen's journalistic account which 
was^ reviewed in the TES on July 21 

Jonathan Power’s book is twice as 
long as Larsen's and covers another 
three Years, and it will serve well 
enough as a useful celebration 
of the 21st birthday of this extra- 
ordinary organization and as a 
necessary reminder of the continuing 
and indeed increasing violation of 


human rights in about hair the coun- 
tries of the world. But Power is very 
much a journalist and Ims produced 
another very journalistic account, 
with all the advantages and disadva- 
ntages of such work. It is easy to 
read but hard to remember; it con- 
centrates on anecdote rather than 
analysis; it is so up to date (hat it 
will soon be out of dale; and il is 
carelessly and clumsily written. 

Power gives fuller descriptions 
than before of such crucial |H>ints as 
the formation of the organization in 
1961. its uite rmil crisis in 1967-68, its 
ambiguous relationship with the Brit- 
ish iiuthoriiics, and Us day-to-day 
activity. Bui he doesn’t even attempt 
to bo behind (he public versions to 
establish what really happened at 
any time, und there is still no dear 
picture of Amnesty Inlcriiatiomil's 
unique chnracter. The great hulk ol 
the hook, as or its predecessors, is 
derived from the records of the bran- 
nization and is devoted to detailed 
discussions of particular cases nnd 
campaigns. Thus there are two in- 
troductory and one concluding chap- 
ters, and in between there is a chap- 
ter on the special efforts over capital 
punishment, torture, ill-treatment of 
children and terrorism, and separate 
chapters on Central America, West 
Germany, China, Central Africa. 
Brazil, Tanzania, and the Soviet Un- 
ion. Appendixes give the text of the 
current constitution, a list o£ the cur-

Of particular interest is the state- 
ment that the assessment of course 
work should not be included In the 
examination. The Midland Group of 
Examining Boards has produced a 
geography report and the London/ 
East Anglia Group is at present 
working on a geography syllabus. 
Other examining groups have reports 
at various stages of preparation. 

Although geography criteria for 
16-plus have been discussed by all 
the working parties mentioned and 
by HM Inspectorate’s Geography 
Committee the debate has not yet 
involved geography teachers to any 
significant extent. 

It is crucial that geographers in 
schools take up the opportunity to 
respond to the available reports. In 
reading them, It is necessary to bear 
in mind that there has been little 
teacher representation on some 
working parties and that several indi- 
vidual members have contributed to 
more than one. The Joint Council's 
working party will also (through no 
fault of its own) have had to formu- 
late its report m a very short time. 

All this could Imply the stimulus 
of working to a deadline and the 
benefit of wider 1 experience. On the 
other hand, pressure of time can 
lead to restricted discussion. If con- 
sultation is not to be perfunctory the 
response to the draft proposals must 
be swift, Jbut, above all, organized. 
There is clearly a role here for heads 
of geography, l.e.a. advisers, bran- 
ches of die Geographical Association 
and local curriculum development 
groups. 1 

It is necessary to consider the sort 
of examination that geography 
teachers want rather than ono that 
will be administratively tidy. It may 
be helpful to preview tbe headings 
likely to be used on the question- 
naire to accompany the Joint Coun- 
cil’s geography report. These are: 
aims, assessment objectives, content 
and techniques of assessment. 

The aims of the. examination need 
to be clearly stated and to be realis- 
tic expressions of what we hope

“Why can’t our candidates use an 
atlas in the examination?" This was n 
familiar plea from correspondents 
and at meetings between teachers- 
and examiners in the context of the 
University of London GCE examina- 
tions. 

In response, the Geography Sub- 
ject Advisory Panel of the University 
of London Entrance and School Ex- 
aminations Council (the London 
GCE Board) set up a small group of 
examiners and officers to assess the 
situation. The group recommended 
unanimously that every effort to be 
made to allow an atlas to be used in 
the board's examinations in 
geography. 

Such use would serve to reduce 
the burden of recall that the in- 
formation explosion in geography 
had placed upon both candidates and 
teachers, ana also it would provide 
more scope for the testing of skills 
involving the interpretation of data 
and the recognition of inter- 
relationships. 

It was hoped that an emphasis 
upon atlas work might lead to a halt 
in what was seen as a decline in 
cartographical skills, in particular the 
construction of sketch maps, as well 
as a reinforcement of the concept of 
“place", sometimes obscured by re- 
cent developments in the discipline. 
In a broader context it was felt that 
atlas study was an educational ex- 
perience. the value of which would 
extend beyond the pupils' school 
career into adult life. 

Thus far the Geography Subject 
Advisory Panel was following famil- 
iar ground but the next step was to 
bring their aims closer to fulfilment. 

| Classroom atlases for these levels 
were often bulky, the profusion of 
material confusing to the weaker 
candidates and copies too exponsive 
to reserve solely for examination 
Equally important, no examin- 
I ing board would be prepared to in- 
I sist upon one particular atlas, and 
without common pagination and for- 
mat its use for examination purposes 
would be strictly limited.

In September 1981 the Geographical 
Association took delivery of two 
bundled copies of Eurogeo \ an ex- 
perimental issue of the first publica- 
tion of the recently established 
Sanding Conference of European 
Geography Tenchers Associations.

The earth's resources 

Quarries are usually seen as disfiguring the landscape. Jeffrey Bent ■ 
out their value to geography and environmental studies * eSt ^ 0lnls 


Many counties are well endowed 
with active and abandoned quarries, 
few more so than Northamptonshire 
and environs. Usually regarded 
unfavourably, ns destructive imposi- 
tions on the landscape, it is less 
widely acknowledged (hut quarries 
provide many positive opportunities 
for environmental education. 
Perhaps their most important educa- 
tional use is that of seeking to de- 
monstrate how application of human 
skill Rnd technology to geological re- 
sources satisfies many of our basic 
material needs. 

In Northamptonshire, the usual 
focus of attention in schools has 
been the contribution of the iron- 
stone quarries around Corby to the 
local manufacture of iron and steel. 
Other major industrial users of quar- 
ry products are represented by ce- 
ment production from the limestone 
and days at Ketton and manufacture 
of bricks from the Oxford clay pits 
near Peterborough. Less popular 
sites for study, but equally signi Meant 
to understand contemporary use of 
earth resources, are limestone quar- 
ries yielding hardcore and gravel pits 
supplying aggregates. 

Quarries are also appreciated for 
the opportunities Afforded for ex- 
amination of geological material in 
situ and the collection of specimens 
for classroom and laboratory study. 
In an area where natural exposures 
are rare, quarries allow unequalled 
access to the richly varied deposits of 
the Jurassic system. They yield quan- 
tities of fossils, minerals and 
sedimentary racks and clearly reveal 
th£ dynamics of succession.

In British Steel Corporation pits, 
fieldwork is best accomplished along 
the faces of recent but no lunger 
actively-worked “gullets". These are 
out pnrt of a complex suite of dere- 
lict features resulting from ironstone 
quarrying. Ecological investigations 
of soil formation and community de- 
velopment have been undertaken via 
transects across parallel ridges of 
spoil which can often be dated from 
quarry records. 

The floors of abandoned gullets 
sometimes permit establishment of 
wetland communities. Apart from 
containing interesting lower plants 
and often surprising invertebrate spe- 
cies, mature examples provide valu- 
able habitats for amphibians and 
waterside birds. The study of aquatic 
ecosystems per se is further assisted 
by the large number of flooded 
grave! pits elsewhere in the county. 
Although many are subject to dis- 
turbance as a result of recreational 
use,, such additional uses constitute 
opportunities for land use studies by 
geographers from schools and col- 
lege. In this regard It should be 
noted that two of the county's coun-

Unfortunately, teachers who are pul 
off by the title of this piece are the 
very ones who would be surprised to 
learn that the microcomputer is the 
new technology solution to the new 
geography problem. 

Formerly, geography teachers' 
greater concern was with places and 
peoples, but present study includes 
patterns and processes, data collec- 
tion and analyses, decision making,

Microcomputers will change air 
this; suddenly the promised flood is 
turning into a reality. They are re- 
latively cheap and getting cheaper, 
and they can present their results as 
pictures and diagrams as well na in 
print, which is a great improvement. 

Realizing how important it is that 
the next generation should know ab- 
out microcomputers, Government Is 

X orting tneir introduction in 
als; the £9 m DES funded Micro- 
Elect ran ic Education Programme is 
promoting the development of a 
wide range of new materials, a new 
regional advisory service and in- 
service training schemes, and the 
Department of Industry has subsi- 


dized the purchase of micro- 
computers for use in secondary 
schools. 

Soon every school will have at 
least one, probably two and possibly 
a classroom full of microcomputers, 
additionally, they are being bought' 
for use at home and will be heavily 
promoted by the BBC in a series of 
programmes starting in January, 1982. 

Everyone will be able to use a' 
microcomputer whenever it is re- 
levant, so that it is time that geogra- 
phy teachers realized that there are 
many situations in geography where 
the machine can make a major con- 
tribution, remove the anguish of te- 
dious calculations and promote basic 
computer skills in the same way that 
the subject currently does for 
numeracy, literacy and graphicacy. 

The advantage of the microcompu-' 
ter is that it can perform thousands, 
or millions of operations at very high 
speed and with total accuracy. Hu- 
mans dislike this sort of work: it 
leads to boredom, inaccuracy and 
eventually rebellion, as many 
teachers notice when they intro- 
duced the new geography. 

So the problem is to identify those 
aspects of geography which we are 
torching, or would like to teach, that 
involve many tedious and low level 
operations which the computer could 
take over. 

One school of thought suggests' 
that microcomputers can take over 
the actual teaching work load usually by 
means of computer driven program- 
med learning; which was the style of 
early work in North America. This 
would mean having one computer 
for each pupil, which no longer 
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seems impossible. However, it would 
involve every pupil following a 
course of study which has been de- 
signed down to the minutest detail 
and which therefore would be totally 
inflexible in use. 

■ Since programmed learning enn be 
presented in book form, the compu- 
ter Is merely being used to turn 
pages. The range of applications 
which seems to interest the geogra- 
phy teacher covers two broad types 
of use. One is the development of 
computer managed learning, where 
pupils can write the answers to a 
test, have it marked with a detailed 
report and recommendations for 
additional work given to them by the 
computer. The other is the use of 
the computer to aid the learning pro- 
cess itself by using it to undertake all 
the low level routine work allowing 
pupils to concentrate on formulating 
problems and on analysing results. 

It can be used, for instance, as a' 
system for information retrieval; 
searching through large files of data 
held on magnetic memory to allow 
pupils to develop an investigative 
style of learning. It is easy to set up 
a system on a microcomputer to 
search through a file of sizes and 
attributes of settlements so that 
pupils can investigate the critical size 
of settlement for the development of 
central place functions. 

Combining Information retrieval 
with graphic display a new develop- 
ment is a programme which will 
store information about urban land 
use for 400 grid squares to cover the 
built up area of a town. Information 
is stored in sufficient detail for pupils 
to-be able to request the plotting of.

then they can add to that pre-1914 
shopping areas. Any one or any 
combination of over 100 land use 
categories can be plotted, so that 
patterns stand out clearly. This 
avoids the information overload 
which is so often a problem for 
younger pupils attempting to inter- 
pret a printed land use map. 

Information retrieval exercises 
provide excellent training in search 
strategy, requiring pupils to think 
very clearly about the information 
that they require to test a hypothesis 
or to support a piece of descriptive 
writing, and provides an introduction 
to commercial information computer 
based retrieval systems such ns PRE- 
STEL. 

Perhaps the most significant use of 
microcomputers for geographers is in- 
the field of simulations, overcoming 
the problem that geography is a diffi- 
cult subject to teach well. Our world 
consists of many interlocking and 
quite complex systems, minor 
changes in one will nave widespread 
implications, yet it is not a mechanis- 
tic world. 

At every point people make deci-. 
sious, which are often based on in- 
complete knowledge. Traditional 
teaching is either superficial, ignor- 
ing the complexity, or Ideographic, 
ignoring the generality. 

A group of pupils can make the 
decisions which would be made by 
the Cabinet about foreign aid policy, 
or the decisions a farmer would 
make about crops, or a wuter au- 
thority about allowable pollution 
levels and in each case the computer 
would calculate the consequences 
and allow the pupils to take the 
decision making process fort her. 

These simulations are the most 
popular of all the microcomputers 
used by geography teachers nt the 
moment.

Dr Johnson once said that, “when 
mo Englishmen meet, their first talk 
Bofthe weather", but an American, 
Ambrose Bierce, defined it as “n 
permanent topic of conversation 
among persons whom it docs not 
interest, but who have inherited the 
amfeocy to chatter about it from 
tiled arboreal ancestors whom it 
keenly concerned".

Grasmere in the Lake District, Fort 
William in the Scottish Highlands or 
Beddgelert in North WRles - to say 
nothing of the Cumbrian village of 
Seathwaite with over 3,000mm or the 
record 6,527mm nt Sprinkling Tam 
in Cumbria in 1954. These are ex- 
tremes by any standards. Ambleside, 
for example, with about l ,900mm 
gets more rnin on average than Cal- 
cutta (monsoon) or Manaos (equato- 
rial forest) and Shoeburyness less 
than Winnipeg (continental) or Bula- 
wayo (savanna). 

Differences in the number of rain 
days (i.e. days with more than 
0.25mm of rain) nre much narrower, 
ranging from nn extreme of 270 days 
in the North West Highlands of Scot- 
land to 128 days in Margate - a 2 to 
1 difference. Convert this instead to 
dry days - 95 to 237 - and the 
difference is even I a reef, fn fact, the 
concept of the rain Jay cun be mis- 
leading since 0.25mm could fall in 
five minutes as a shower or take 
nearly nn hour to drizzle. In 1951 
Keswick's 1,750mm of rnin fell in 
I.33H hours on 224 rnin days. Con- 
trast this in the same year with Not- 
tingham's 81 5mm of rnin which fell 
in 457 hours on 181 rain days. 

These are very real differences and 
not just statistical oddities. As one 
who has jived for several years in 
both the Lake District and in Suffolk 
(under 600mm) I can assure non- 
believers (hat subjectively the differ- 
ences in rainfall are very noticeable 
indeedl For instance it is not usually 
necessary to wash a car in the Lake 
District, nor do people shop in Wel- 
lington bools in Suffolk. 

Putting n price on weather differ- 
ences like these is not impossible. A 
Northumberland farmer, of my ac- 
quaintance, compared notes with a 
Suffolk farmer after the barley har- 
vest. The Suffolk farmer had sold his 
barley straight off the combine but 
the Northumberland farmer had had 
to dry his barley in 8 corn drier, 
since its moisture content was above 


cent: He estimated that it cost over 
£500 in fuel oil to dry the com; the 
premium paid for growing barley in 
Northumberland. 

Similar differences in many other 
aspects of the weather are also worth 
emphasizing. Sunshine can vary from 
926 sun hours on Loch Ness to 1,840 
on the Isle of Wight. Arnold Tinn in 
This Weather of Ours (1946) high- 
lighted many otner interesting weath- 
er contrasts. He showed that days 
with snow lying on the ground could 
vary from 64 at Dalwhinnie in Scot- 
land to five hours at Newquay in 
Cornwall. Visibility in those pre- 
Clean Air Act days ranged from 81 
days of fog in Nottingham to two in 
Llandudno. Other extremes included 
1 .880 hours of strong winds in 
Stornoway compared with a mere 55 
hours in London, and about 20 days 
of thunder in Wakefield but only one 
in Lerwick. 

Most people would agree that 
these aspects of the weather can be 
more incommoding thnn differences 
in temperature per se. Apart from 
the obvious travel hazards in fog, 
snow, wind and rain there is also the 
sheer inconvenience of getting wet or ! 
the medical effects. O. Melvyn 
Howe in his Man, Environment and 
Disease fn Britain (1972) suggested 
that “fog Is the one weather condi- 
tion in Britain which is undoubtedly 
and specifically responsible for an 
increase in morbidity and mortality" 
and he also drew attention to “the 
close correlation between the num- 
ber of suicides and the passage of a 
front”. 

No less real as an aspect of cli- 
mate, but immeasurably more diffi- 
cult lo quantify, is the energizing

Topics and resources for Third World teaching. By David Wright 


How quickly the climate changes! 
Less than three years ago, it was 
possible to write in The T ES about 
the glowing future for Development 
Education, the substantia! funding 
that the Ministry of Overseas De- 
velopment was providing, and the 
numerous interesting projects that 
were being launched Now the De- 
velopment Education Fund and the 
Ministry itself ate no more. The cuts 
in this area are total, and the pro- 
jects are rapidly coming to an end. 

And yet. now little really changes. 
Most schools did not benefit directly 
from the Development Education 
Fund, nor have classrooms ever en- 
joyed a golden age: resources have 
always been too few and too old. 
Resourcefulness, rather than re- 
sources, has always been the major 
characteristic of geography teaching. 
We are already experts in making 
the best use of limited resources. To 
ensure that this article is down-to- 
earth and up-to-date, every sugges- 
tion costs approximately zero. 

Even so, we must not condone the 
cuts. We cannot build international 
understanding an outdated and faded 
images of other countries. The mes- 
sage that geography needs money for 
up-to-date resources needs stating 
firmly and clearly. 

It is most encouraging that the 
aims of education proposed by the 
Department of Education in The 
School Curriculum (1981) give more 
emphasis to the “world dimension" 
than to my other theme. In fact, 
four out of the six aims make speci- 
fic reference to the wider world . 

Further evidence of the growing 
Importance of the “world dimension" 
is seen in the setting up of the Stand- 
ing Conference on Education for In- 


ternational Understanding, and the 
establishment of the World Studies 
Journal. 

These items may not make much 
impact on most schools, but their 
existence nevertheless indicates that 
the theme of this paper is no longer 
a minority interest. We are in line 
with important movements of wider 
significance than the geography cur- 
riculum alone. 

NEGLECTED TOPICS 

Any suggestion or neclected topics is 
liable to bring accusations of further 
overloading of the syllabus, and of 
offering too much content. Neverthe- 
less, the following topics seem to get 
very little attention; it is for indi- 
vidual schools to decide whether or 
not other items can be discarded, to 
provide room for them. 

2. Neglected environments: Semi- 
Desert and Mountains 

Semi-deserts are of far greater im- 
portance to mankind than are de- 
serts, because Far more people live in 
these areas. The areas also offer in- 
teresting examples of alternative 
strategies for development, and of 
contrasting life styles. The Sahel is 
one example, but there are many 
others. Traditionally, deserts have 
been studied thoroughly, and semi- 
deserts ignored. 

Mountain areas are in the news 
because of Afghanistan, but there 
are many other areas in the Third 
World with very cold winters. Yet 
many pupils leave school assuming 
that the Third World is always hot! 
2. Neglected areas: South East Asia 
and the West Indies . 

We cannot “do” everywhere, but' 
surely these two neglected areas de- 
serve same attention? Thev are earn-

East Asia has a population of 
hundreds of millions; to ignore them 
implies that those people are of less 
value and importance than others - 
hardly a good basis for international 
understanding! The West Indies, 
while having far fewer people, is 
studied by English and history 
teachers committed to multi-ethnic 
education; geographers could 
cooperate with, and greatly enrich, 
suen studies. 

3. Neglected themes: New Develop- 
ment Strategies 

The central idea of the New Inter- 
national Economic Order is not loo 
difficult to grasp: the question of the 
relative prices tor raw materials and 
manufactured goods certainly needs 
considering, even if NIEO remains a 
dream. 

The emphasis on a Basic Needs 
approach to development is a very 
valuable item for any curriculum, be- 
cause it fits pupils 1 conceptual abili- 
ties better tnan the “big project" 
approach that was previously in 
favour both in development projects 
and in geography textbooks. 
Teachers can get pupils to focus on 
the main needs or a village, and to 
consider how these needs can be met 
in alternative inexpensive ways. 

4. Neglected dements of Third World 
Economies 

Tourism in the Third World is of 
growing importance and it is a parti- 
cularly interesting theme to tackle 
both because of the positive images 
of Third World countries that it cre- 
ates, and because of the interesting - 
and unresolved - issues it raises. It 
also has the advantage of free, col- 
ourful resources in the form of tour- 
ist-brochures. Pupils can analyse the 
“slanted” nature of the data without 
undue difficulty. 

Labour-intensive industrialization, 
using “cheap” labour for activities as 
varied os computer or television 
assembly at one extreme and stitch- 
ing baseballs at the other, seems to 
be a major theme in some Third 
World countries. This raises 
interesting questions on whether it is 
development or exploitation, and 
also focuses on whether such de- 
velopment is really the "tlircnr to 
British industry that some newspap- 
ers suggest. 

The _ informal sector" of the cco- 
nqmy is an important element of 
third world cities. This has reached 
some A level syllabuses, bui the Idea 
is not too difficult for younger pupils 
to grasp. 

RESOURCES 

This section seeks to identify certain 
resources that could be used more 
widely: a complete review of re- 
sources is clearly impossible. 

1. The complete range of textbooks 
published in the 1970s have been 
analysed by the CWDE Geog- 
raphy Study Action group, and its 
findings published in a booklet enti- 
tled The Changing World and 
Geography, (ed. Nf Storm 1980). 
This booklet makes selection much 
less difficult than hitherto. In addi- 
tion, old textbooks, lying out-of-use 
in the geography store, can be riven 
a new usefulness by inviting pupils to 
identify changes that have occured 
since they were published. 

2. Television programmes, though 
fewer than one would hope, have 
improved out of all recognition. The 
five BBC "Ghana”j>rogrammes were 
widely welcomed. The ^Brazil" prog- 1 
ifimmes offer an excellent up to date 
treatment of an area that deserves to 
be studied more, and develops 
themes of relevance to many parts of 
the Third World. The ^Deserts” 
programme in the “New and Far” 
series, although designed for pupils 

S 10 . to 12, seems excellent for 
s of all ages. Radio programmes 
, also beep to the forefront in 
tug nugb ting new . developments; the 
Radiovision programme on “Fud for 
the Third World” seems particularly 
helpful m highlighting current issues 
m .a dear and interesting manner.

empathy and understanding, parti- 
cularly if UK pupils can exchange 
letters with pupils in the Third 
World, A set of pictures from Zam- 
bia with accompanying writing, has 
been laminated for use wilh student- 
teachers in Norwich, and warmly 
welcomed by students and pupils. 
They have a personal sense of im- 
mediacy and realism, and convey an 
image of pride in one’s community, 
plus hard work by the people por- 
trayed. More schools should serious- 


ly consider “twinning" links, c.g. via 
tne Commonwealth Linking Trust 
(124 Belgrave Rond, London 
S.W.l.) which would permit ex- 
change of materials. 

Cartoons'. These have tremendous 
potential Tor raising questions, and 
deserve to be more widely used in 
geography; historians have been 
ranking good use of cartoons far 
years. 

4. The Local Environment: This is, 
paradoxically, a major source of re- 
sources. The tropical hardwood that 
is being removed from the forest 
becomes much more meaningful if 
there is a specimen in the classroom! 
(off-cuts from a double-glazing firm 
were being sold as firewood in Nor- 
wich recently). “Peanuts" arc in fuel 
groundnuts from the savanna, nntl 
budgie food includes millet from the 
same area - but pupils will not make 
the connexions unless n lend is given. 
We know that "concrete" items 
make more sense than abstract con- 
cepts, at least as a starting point: 
these concrete links need finding. 


5. Artefacts: The “handling” lessen 
was in vogue in the interwar yean 
but the validity of the idea has not 
departed. The “India Alive” project 
directed by Tony Tigwell offered an 
imaginative approach to using a 
gTeat variety of actual resources in 
middle schools. The ideas seem 
equally valuable for secondary 
schools. 

6. Visits: Only a small minority of 
pupils will ever visit the Third World 
- though there are an increasing num- 
ber of reports of successful visits. 


More opportunities for teachers and 
student-teachers to visit the Third 
World seem to be a priority, eras , 
though the abolition of the gorera- 
inent Development Education Food 
is a major obstacle to this idea. Hm 
renewed interest in teacher-vislli 
shown by the Commonwealth Insti- 
tute and the Geographical A nod* 
tion is therefore very welcome. 1

It is a relief to find heroes 
lad martyrs for once left out of Irish 
fttory, yet it is not easy to under- 
load the Issues without the men and 
idns behind them. Personality 
mikes a cursory appearance in 
David Sylvester's Napoleon and the 
finch Empire, where a sketchy 


toaphy speedily gives place to a 
wn survey of army, government 


and society. Personality inevitably 
keeps bursting in, all rampaging iwo- 
and-a-bit metres of it, throughout W. 
K. Ritchie's Russia under Peter the 
Great, while his pathetically inadequ- 
ate descendants play their parts 
against n vividly described back-’ 
ground in Heather Cubitt's Russia 
under the last Tsar. A. D. Camer- 
on's Thomas Teirord and the Trans- 
port Revolution has a somewhat col- 
ourless personality to draw together 
its tales of technological achieve- 
ment. 

John and Gwenneth Stokes, in their 
praiseworthy attempt to tell a “story 
full of mistakes on both sides”, 
Barbarians In Peking, present a gal- 
lery of highly intriguing personalities 
from the two very different worlds of 
Imperial China and the British 
adventurers and diplomats who in- 
vaded it. Familiar drama surrounds 
the youthful Richard II in Mary 
Price s The Peasants' Revolt, high- 
lighting the problems of worker and 
ruler. Finally, Alison Grant's Bristol 
and the Sugar Trade, a little master- 
piece in its effective use of primary 
material, endows city mansion, 
Jamaican planation, and the little 
merchant vessel that linked them 
with plenty of personality. 

The Way it Was is a mere prob- 
ationer beside the senior series, but 
lusty vigour and a torrent of titles 
over the past five years have not 
saved it from being hatted, at least 
temporarily, in its stride. The last 
two units to appear demonstrate its 
strengths and weaknesses. 

Brian Chaplin offers sturdy book- 
lets in colourful covers, with substan- 
tial text and lively approach. The 
syllabus is conventional Britnin-and- 
Europe, in "era" units; yet the selec- 
tion of topics in these units limits 


their usefulness as class texts. Each 


presents, very ably, a quartet ot 
peripheral views; each lacks a core. 
Thus Judith Hook's excellent Re- 


naissance Prince: FcdcrJco dl Mon- 
tefeltro (an unusual form of the 
name?) is a valuable peg far many 
great themes: education, humanism, 
princecraft, warfare, artistic preoc- 
cupations and techniques. But its re- 
legation to the sidelines of the Medi- 
ci, Leonardo and Machiavclli is both 
daring and disconcerting. 

Equally stimulating and surprising 
is Norman Scarfe's perspective in 
Erasmus the Wise and fab Friends. 
That scholarly life, the travelling and 
talking and incessant letter-writing, 
are skilfully presented as an attrac- 
tive, wide-ranging tale. Just as an 
afterthought '*the Wrong Reforma- 
tion” is thrown in, and though the 
far-flung effects of that offstage ex- 
plosion ripple throughout both units 
we never examine the Lutheran up- 
heaval in its own right. Paul Fin- 
cham, in The Dudley Family and the 
Tudors introduces our most formid- 
able monarchs from the worm’s eye 
viewpoint of their tax-gathering, 
toadying, ambitious, pampered, 

K irsecuted minions; while Margaret 
earing's mistitled Changing World 


of the Later Middle Ages deals main- 
ly with the allegedly static society of 
peasant, priest and noble. "Changes'' 
are relegated to n rather ham-fisted 
final chapter where "a monk called 
Copernicus studied the stars by 
means of a telescope” and people 
“hod new houses built to look like 
Greek temples." 

The second unit has another odd 
but interesting selection. First prize 
for sheer gusto goes to Brian Raw- 
linson for the purple prose of Walter 
Ralegh, “tall, handsome and muscu-

lar. His grey, piercing eyes were set 
in a tanned face . . . everything about 
him showed energy, vitality, confi- 
dence and ambition.” This magnifi- 
cent "last Elizabethan" is our escort 
through a fair cross-section of Merrie 
England. David Hopkinson's William 
the Silent ranges more soberly over 
much European history from a 
rather neglected period, while Susan j 
Yaxley's Tudor Home Life is well 
organized and vivid, centred round a| 
clearly defined Norfolk household of| 
Henry Vlll's day. Cavendish, an Ell- ■ 
zabetbon Hero, in Ann Watson’s 
well-told tale of the sea, is an unex- 
pected young man to meet in place 
of the familiar sea-dogs. 

Good though these booklets are, 
they add up to an uneven and in- 
complete view. In another respect 
they fail to meet editorial claims. 
“Documentary evidence, both visual 
and written, is used with maximum 
impact," we are told, “Pupils are 
encouraged to examine all evidence 
critically . . Impact maybe, with 
upwards of 70 assorted pictures 
crowding each booklet. Often they 
are pushed into margins, so muddy 
and minute as to obscure useful de- 
tail; . and at least 20 from each 
volume (50 from some) we could do 
better without. Sources and dates are 
rarely indicated, so we have no clue 
to reliability. Clearly (with honour- 
able exceptions in Federico and 
Ralegh) we are not meant to regard 
these pictures as anything more than 
decorations. 

The time may come when The 
Way It Was can complete its interest- ■ 
ing career, and perhaps learn a tittle 1 
from its mistakes, what it has to I 
offer now is good. What may even- 
tually return should be better. |

for developing this one. Another his- 
torical skill might be described as the 
ability (o attempt un empathetlc re- 
construction and interpretation of 
the past. 

Tliis might seem n tall order for 
the 15 or 16 year old, but neverthe- 
less this is where Documents and 
Questions can perhaps be helpful. 
Reading Tom Paine on rotten 
boroughs, Lambert and Beales' 
memoirs of the unemployed in the 
thirties, even newspaper comment on 
Mountbatten's murder in 1979, can 
provide the immediacy needed to 
make the Imaginative leap into the 
hearts and minds of the people of 
the past, and the evidence to help to 
explain their actions. The selection is 
a good one, loo, many of the docu- 
ments quite different from the stan- 
dards which have become all too 
familiar as books like these pro- 
liferate. 

The examination candidate might 


well yoarn for more writers like Lord 
Palmorston, whom it is hard to be- 
lieve was not writing with posterity 
and O level in mind; he helpfully 
answers everything an examiner 
could conceivably ask. What was the 
point of his quadruple alliance? It 
would "serve as a powerful counter- 
poise to the Holy Alliance of the 
east”. What would be the effect- of 
the decay of the Turkish Empire on 
Britain? "It would affect the Interests 
of her trade and East Indian posses- 
sions.” What was his guiding rule in 
foreign poIIcy7 “Our guiding rule is 
to promote and advance the raterosts 
of the country to which we have the 
good fortune to belong”. 

Although not all the sources show 
this publicity-conscious clarity, most 
of them seem interesting. This stimu- 
lus material really could stimulate, 
and maybe develop some historical 


help and experience for examina- 
tions.

However, bearing In mind tne 
findings of the recent Schools Coun- 
cil report Information Stalls in me 
Secondary School which suggested 
that many examination pupils can t 
make notes, can't organize their 
learning, can't write essays or reports 
- in fact can’t study”, then maybe tl 
is a genuine publication. 

Certainly it contains much useful 
advice on how to organize private 
study time, how to read a text, now: 


to be selective when note-making 
and how you can find things out 
from a library. Certainly at 10p (or 
even 15p) il is cheap, enough, but 
just what are secondary English de- 
partments up to if schools need to 
supply these booklets to examination 
candidates? The fact that 23,000 
copies have already been sold is pre- 
sumably a fact to be kept safely 
away from the reactionary press.

But something is bound to be lost 
the moment you weigh out stories by 
the yard. The “dipping in” quality of 
each of these books means that 
many of (he tales will not be read - 
but much more important is the loss 
of individuality in each story. In less 
good editions a bland mediocrity can 
OTBg the most exciting bits of writing 
down the drain, Treasuries are not 
designed to be read from cover to 
cover, but the thought sometimes 
occurs, are they read at all? Or 
: rather, like the coffee table book, 
are they, better for their looks than 
for what they contain? 

• Frank and Polly Muir's ‘ Big Dip- 
ped is in fact a real tonic. First and 
foremost, it looks fun to read. All 
the illustrations are sharply defined 
and the sections are supremely indi- 
vidual. The editors have struck upon 
■the sane idea of defining each car- 
jtoon or story or pbem with a diffe- 
rent coloured page border. ] The 
|artivork of each one is highly distinc- 
tiVe ; and- the quality of Writing is 
■high. Artist's originals are so often 
ignored in favour of anaemic "Treas- 


ury Style". Not here. Quentin Blake, 
Faith Jnqucs and Bill Tidy ail feature 
large as life, The work is all original 
and includes Michael Bond (with 
Olga the Hamster), Aidan Chambers 
and celebrity numbers from Ralph 
Richardson, Hugh Casson and Spike 
Milligan. Topics range from toy talcs 
to aeroplanes and motorbikes and 
not everything will suit every age. 
But the one major quality which this 
book has is an encouragement to go 
on dipping. 

The Treasury of Bedtime Stories 
falls into some of the jplts already 
mentioned. The colour is a kind of 
garish wash and few of the pictures 
are really attractive. Hilda Offen 
seems to specialize in the art of 
watered down grotesque. However, 
it is a useful collection of standard 
fairybook fare. A smattering of 
Brothers Grimm, Hans Andersen 
and Legend are matched with a nod 
at modernity: Alison Uttley', Joan 
Aiken and Maraatet Mahy make one 
offering each. There is a useful guide 
in the index telling anxious parents 
how long each tale will take, . 

Gash - or the lack of it - no doubt 
accounts for the lack of colour on so 
many pages of The. Illustrated Treas- 
ury of Humour for Children ; a factoi 
which is bound to put purchasers off. 

Content is quite unexceptionable, 
though heavily weighed towards trus- 
ty classics. There's a lot of good 


’nonsense rhyme, but why do Strewel 
.Peter and Augustus look for all the 
world as If they were creations of 
lltarnO? Cut out distinctive illustra-' 
jtions and more (han half the impact 
goes. Not surprisingly, less well 
known authors suffer less and we 
might have- done with more of them, 
ana less playing safe. No doubt the 
Rainbow Storybook will have a ready 
market. This collection of animal' 
tales comes from -the television 
series; and it is very palatable, if 
never quite outstanding. One gets 
the feeling that stories written for 
television presentation work less well 
on the page. But I enjoyed Nicola 
Sipee’s muddled monkeys and : her 
chaotic flying dragons.
